The Everlasting Search for Easy Money 


Towon't be long, perhaps, before Dr. Gallup 

has his team asking people whcther they approve 
or disapprove of legalized ofl-course betting on 
the races. ‘Lhe drift is unmistakably in the direc- 
tion of approval. In recent years more and more 
pcople have been writing letters to the editors of 
newspapers, saying they can’t see any difference 
between betting at the track and betting some- 
where else, or that, since handbooks thrive as illegal 
institutions they may as well be legalized and 
taxed. 


Illinois legislatures, twice have passed, and 
Illinois governors twice have vetoed, bills to license 
off-course betting establishments. Last week Gover- 
nor Dewey vetoed a New York bill appropriating 
money for the study of Icgalizing and taxing off- 
course betting. In the Senate, the bill had been 
approved by an overwhelming vote, 50 to 5. Some 
of the legislators were already exulting over the 
expected easy money the State would get; the esti- 
mates (guesses) ran up to $200,000,000 a year. This 
drooling is symptomatic of today’s trend. 


The problem is a tangle of many knots, the 
untying of which is complicated by the fact that 
so many of the threads run down into the under- 
world. In its present state of mind, the American 
public is entirely too soft to deal harshly with the 
underworld, and too honest to embrace it as a 
partner. Hence the question of legalizing one of 
the principal illegal enterprises gives rise to a 
violent conflict of principles and emotions. 


In this rising flood of sentiment the race tracks 
are caught in a swirl created by themselves. ‘They 
need to give a direct and specific answer to the 
growing question as to the difference between 
betting at a track and betting in a handbook. 
Their only answer can be that it is a matter of 
degree. But the continual expansion of racing— 
in number of tracks and number of days—confounds 
the argument. Racing cannot expect to expand 
indefinitely inside its enclosures without provoking 
an increasing sentiment for betting privileges out- 
side the enclosures. 


Maryland last week provided an almost sordid 
example of the tendency by which the matter-of- 
degree argument is invalidated, ‘The State for 
years has held its four major tracks to a total of 
100 days of racing annually. But suddenly—in a 
few hours—it creates and passes a bill which adds 20 
more days to its calendar of racing. None of the 


tracks, none of the horsemen had asked for the 
increase. But there it is. (Sometimes it looks as 
if state legislatures are blinded by the prospect of 
more easy money; they simply close their eyes and 
reach for it, without considering the full conse- 
quences.) 


Nevertheless the distinction remains. Betting 
at a race track demands (1) enough money to bet, 
and (2) enough leisure time to go to the track. It 
presupposes, in most cases correctly, that the man 
who can afford the time and expense of an after- 
noon at the races can afford the loss, if he happens 
to lose. For handbook betting there is no such 
supposition. As a matter of fact, most of the cus- 
tomers of illicit betting—handbooks, baseball pools, 
numbers, lotteries, etc.—are people with small in- 
comes whose need for money drives them to lose 
what little they have in the hope of gaining more. 
To open licensed handbooks would be to invite— 
and encourage—a further drain upon the resources 
of those who would have a higher standard of 
living if they did not gamble at all. 


At the race track the tax on betting is a luxury 
tax. On Main Street a tax on betting would be a 
sociological problem. What one man loses to a 
bookmaker is a minor matter, and, within reason- 
able limits, may be called his own business. But 
when one man’s losses are multiplied to account 
for the whole community, it becomes obvious that 
no conceivable benefits derived from the taxation 
can ever equal the over-all loss. Wide-open, state- 
sponsored gambling will produce paupers at a rate 
too fast for any kind of social security to account 
for. In the long run it will produce wealth in only 
one place—in the hands of bookmakers and _ rack- 
eteers. And much of that wealth will come from 
the pockets of people too poor to afford such a 
devastating luxury. 


A good friend of ours recently challenged us 
to answer his question, Is it wrong or right to 
gamble? If it is wrong, he was going to reason, it 
is wrong everywhere; if it is right, it is right every- 
where. A good many citizens, and a much higher 
proportion of state legislators, appear to have been 
caught up with this particular brand of black-or- 
white logic. The good or evil of an institution 
is determined by its effect upon the mass of people 
concerned, In the case of licensed handbooks, can 
there be any doubt as to the net effect upon the 
over-all welfare of the people concerned?

Except that he made more money 
than anybody in the jockeys’ room for 
the first two days, Master Edward Arcaro 
had a reasonably devilish week. The first 
time this department encountered Eddie 
this year, a day or so before racing open- 
ed, he was exercising a horse for Horatio 
Luro. He had to walk back. because the 
horse went lame. 

On opening day he had his first mount 
on Please Do, a chattel of the stable of 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice. Please Do took an early 
lead and held it into the last two jumps, 
where Warren Mehrtens drove Imacomin 
up to win by a nose. In the following race, 
Arcaro had another Rice horse, Danada 
Red, this time a favorite. Danada Red 
had a rough time shaking off his early 
challengers, and when he had done it, 
here came Mehrtens again, with Master 
Mind, and won in the last sixteenth. 
Opening up on Saturday, Arcaro got to 
the front on Danada Captain, another 
from the Rice stable. In the hottest kind 
of a finish, Ted Atkinson beat him a 
head on Bill Howk, and to make it good, 
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Arcaro Rides Out, Walks Back; 
Olympia Heats Up the Track 


the stewards took Arcaro’s horse out of 
second place for ducking in and _ bother- 
ing several horses on the far turn. It 
was the horse’s idea, however, so Arcaro 
was exonerated. 


So Eddie had been beaten three times 
by a total of not more than a length al- 
together, and didn’t even have three sec- 
onds to show for it. Then he got up on 
Sir Bim. stayed in contention for a half- 
mile and finished fifth. after leading by 
a length at the eighth-pole. Next was 
Teammate, which ran with the leaders a 
while and finished tenth. Then Arcaro 
rode Model Cadet in the Experimental 
and chased Olympia valiantly but got 
beat eight lengths. All six of these were 
Mrs. Rice’s horses, all of them were in 
it for a while, and they all got licked. 


Before anyone drops a tear, however, it 
should be added that Arcaro rode Rippey 
in the Paumonok, and he got a good run 
out of the 6-year-old sprinter to take the 
big end of the purse, which was $21,050. 
Since his income for the two days must 
have been somewhere around $2.300, it

sible. The change from a lightning fast 
strip to a moderate cushion is almost the

Olympia turned in one of the fastest | 
races I’ve ever seen a 3-year-old produce 
this early in the season.

Olympia Bags A Preliminary; 


Rippey Extends 


Racing east of the Mississippi begins to 
get up steam when the New York circuit 
opens simultaneously with the blossom- 
ing of the first whiffletree. The fresh crop 
of 3-year-olds leave off whatever they 
have been doing during the winter. and 
begin knocking heads preliminary to the 
major tests in the Triple Crown. 


This year the New York opener for 3- 
year-olds was, according to recent cus- 
tom, the six-furlong edition of Jamaica’s 
Experimental Handicap. Six furlongs at 
Jamaica on April 2 is not ten furlongs 
at Churchill Downs on May 7. but it gives 
everyone something to chew on for a 
week. Then come the Experimental No. 2 
and the Wood Memorial, at 1;); miles, 
which are more to the point. 


Shortly before the Experimental No. 1. 
trainers had it on the authority of Ben 
(Four Derbys) Jones that Fred W. Hoop- 
ers Olympia was the colt to beat in the 
run for the roses this year. Those who 
sent horses against him in the Experi- 
mental found that out for themselves. if 
they didn’t know it already. 

The son of *Heliopolis—Miss Dolphin. 
by Stimulus, picked up his top weight of 
120 pounds as easily as if it were a 
mouthful of hay, and romped in by eight 
lengths. Short-lived opposition came from 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Model Cadet. which 
was put away after three eighths. Olym- 
pia won by eight lengths in 1:1046. Cu- 
randero was third, nearly five lengths be- 
hind Model Cadet. Reveille, which Olym- 
pia had beaten in the Flamingo Stakes 
when the George D. Widener colt was 
off poorly, was fifth, finishing behind 
Palestinian. 

The speedy Hooper colt, perhaps in bet- 
ter condition than the others because of 
his coast-to-coast activities during the 
winter, was favorite at 1 to 2. 


THE PAUMONOK. The horse players 
who cheerfully took 1 to 2 in the Experi- 
mental had fared a little better in the 
Paumonok of April 1. The entry of My 
Request and Miss Request was favored 
in the six-furlong Paumonok Handicap 
at $2.35 to $1. But Rippey, another horse 
well liked by New Yorkers, was second 
choice at $2.60. The punters got 25 cents 
more for their dollars, and Rippey got 
five pounds less in the weight (My Re- 
quest 130, Rippey 125). 

The field was a good one, filled with 
familiar names: Rippey, My Request, 
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An Old Custom 


Royal Blood, Buzfuz, Blue Border. King 
Dorsett. and so on. Rippey turned the 
race into an old story: They outran him 
in the first quarter, but then he began to 
pass horses, and finished the six panels in 
1:1245. with a length lead over Energetic 
(110). My Request made a late run, got 
up for third. 

Like some of the other horses owned 
by William Helis. Rippey takes his rac- 
ing in stride, regardless of the opposition. 
The Paumonok was his eleventh stakes 
win, twenty-fourth stakes placing in three 
seasons. His total earnings of $258.890 
place him 36th on the list of leading 
American money winners. 
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DOUBLE. In the_ mile-and-70-yard 


Bowie Handicap at the Maryland track on 
April 2, Claude C. Turner’s Nearway won 
his fifth consecutive race. The record in- 
cluded two stakes—the Bowie and the 
Rowe Memorial—of the current Bowie 
meeting besides a win at the New Orleans 
Fair Grounds, and a victory scored at 
Tropical Park on St. Patrick’s Day last 
year.

In the Bowie 
Handicap his margin was only a_ neck, 
but it was enough to carry him to victory 
over Big Dial. War Story was third. If 
Nearway stands training he seems likely 
to cut a figure in the handicap ranks 
this year, at least against his present

Rippey was foaled January 23, 1943, at Mrs. 
R. A. Van Clief’s Nydrie Stud, Esmont, Va. At 
the Meadow Brook Sales of 1944, he was bought 
by William Helis for $12,000. It was the second 
season in which Mr. Helis had bought yearlings 
since entering racing. 

Unraced at two, Rippey attracted notice in Flor- 
ida early in his 3-year-old season. He gained 
further attention by beating Spy Song in the 
Derby Trial. In the Derby itself, won by Assault, 
he was close to the front part of the way, buat 
finished tenth. Later he won the Skokie Handi- 
cap, was second in the Jerome Handicap. 

An accomplished sprinter, he won four stakes 
at four, in 1947, placed in seven others, set a 
track record at Washington Park of 1:09% for 
six furlongs, under 115 pounds. His victories 
came in the Carter, Great Western, Bay Shore 
and Fall Highweight Handicaps. 

At five last year he won the Princeton, Tobog- 
gan, Roseben, and Clang Handicaps, placed in 
four other stakes, set a track record at Washington 
Park of 1:22 for seven furlongs, under 126 pounds. 

His Paumonok victory marked his first appear- 
ance in the East after three unsuccessful starts 
at Santa Anita Park, though he was third in the 
San Carlos Handicap. Total earnings of $258,890 
place him 37th on the list of leading American 
winners.

FILLY AND MARE RACES, 1948, by James M. Donovan, Jr. 


The Percentage Is Decreasing; 
Belmont and Hialeah at Top 


If you find it difficult to figure the rac- 
ing class of a broodmare prospect from 
the comparatively meager data now avail- 
able, you can get set for even more vexa- 
tion in the future. That is, if the down- 
ward trend in the percentage of races 
restricted to fillies and mares continues 
as it has in the past two years. 

Several years ago the Thoroughbred 
Club of America began compiling records 
on races restricted to mares and _ fillies. 
with the aim of encouraging more such 
races, as affording opportunity for brood- 
mare prospects to establish their poten- 
tial breeding class. Miss Louise Christy. 
of Coldstream Stud, has been keeper of 
the records. 

Initially, the statistics were of little 
value because there was nothing to com- 
pare them with. However, a year-by-year 
comparison is now unfolding. The re- 
sults are unencouraging. From the stand- 
point of the man who wants to find out 
whether Lady Nodamgood, potential 
broodmare, was able to outrun her train- 
er, the situation is deplorable. 

Only 3.7 percent of all races run in 
1948 were restricted to mares and fillies. 
Not only is this national average low, but 
it has decreased for the past two years. 
The amount of decrease is not great, but 
it indicates a bad situation enroute to be- 
coming a worse one. It also proffers evi- 
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dence that many race tracks are unaware 
of or unconcerned with the importance of 
providing enovgh mare and filly races to 
enable a breeder to choose better breed- 
ing stock with the least difficulty. 

Fortunately, however. a few tracks, par- 
ticularly those in the East. ‘are maintain- 
ing a relatively high percentage of races 
for females. But take out the top 20 
tracks, and the national ratio falls to 
little more than 2 per cent—about one 
race in every 50. 

In 1948, Belmont Park was at the top 
of the heap, with 18 per cent of all races 
devoted to mares and fillies. The increase 
from the preceding year was almost 2 
per cent. 

Hialeah Park was second with about 
lo per cent mare and filly races. Hialeah’s 
increase over 1947 was just a little more 
than one-half of 1 per cent, but the track’s 
ranking rose from sixth to second place. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
Aqueduct, Jamaica, and Saratoga de- 
creased the proportion of filly races. 


The LEADERS. A breakdown of Bel- 
mont Park statistics shows that the track 
distributed a total of $428.500 in mare 
and filly races. Out of 344 races held,

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events. The average purse in the juvenile 
division was $5,000, and in the 3-year-old 
and upward class, $8,703. 

Hialeah Park, next on the list, gave 
mares and fillies $201,000 in purse money. 
The program included three stakes, 15 
allowance or handicap races, 12 maiden 


races, and 21 claiming races. The aver- 
age value of purses was $3,785 for 2-year- 
olds, and $4,045 for 3-year-olds and 
upward. 

Despite decreases in New York, that 
State and its eastern neighbors led the 
list on an area basis. However, Arling- 


ton Park, at Chicago, earned membership 
in the ranks of the leaders by having over 
11 percent of all races written for fillies 
and mares. 

Next came the West Coast area. Santa 
Anita Park, Portland Meadows, and Tan- 


foran figure in the upper brackets.

COMPARISONS. A comparison can 
be shown for each track, by listing per- 
centages for both 1948 and 1947. This 
shows which tracks are stressing mare 
and filly races and which tracks are not. 

The Thoroughbred Club statistics indi- 
cate that at least 50 per cent of American 
race tracks lowered the percentage of 
mare and filly races in 1948. Those with 
the most noticeable percentage decreases 
are Gulfstream Park, Wheeling Downs, 
Bel Air, Monmouth Park. Pimlico, Keene- 
land, Aqueduct, Saratoga. Laurel Park. 
and Garden State Park. 

But there is good news with the bad: 
a few tracks increased their percentage 
of mare and filly races. The greatest 
changes were at Arlington Park. Belmont 
Park, Portland Meadows, Tropical Park. 
and Woodbine Park. 

The largest single increase was at Ar- 
lington Park. where the jump was about 
41% per cent. 

Although the number and the percent- 
age of total races indicates a downward 
trend, there is evidence that the quality 
of the races themselves was improved 
slightly. For example. among filly races 
there is a slight decrease in the percent- 
age of claiming races and an increase in 
stakes. In 1947, 30 percent of all filly 
races were claiming races: in 1948, 29 
per cent. 

In regard to stakes, the figure was 9 
per cent in 1948, an increase of 1 per cent 
over the previous year. 

A slightly different angle is the over-all 
comparison of mare and filly stakes to the 
total number of stakes in the last five 
years. In 1944, about 14 percent of all 
stakes were devoted to mares and fillies. 
In 1948, the figure was almost 15 per 
cent. 

If one considers gross purse distribu- 
tion for all classes of races, a similar 
slight increase is evident, indicating that 
purses in general are favoring mare and 
filly races a little more. Mare and filly 
races received about 615 percent of all 
purses in 1944; in 1948, distribution for 
such races totaled more than 7 per cent 
of total distribution. 

The fact remains that races for mares 
and fillies are few and far between on 
most American tracks. And they are be- 
coming fewer and further between. 


BLUE PETER SIDELINED 

Blue Peter, leading 2-year-old colt of 
1948 and early favorite for the Kentucky 
Derby, has been withdrawn from early 
competition because of an impacted cae- 
cum.

The Streetcar 
Wins A Heat 


Baltimore streetcar motormen, on the 
route passing Pimlico race track, have for 
years stopped their cars when a field was 
lining up in the six-furlong chute. This 
was to let the passengers watch the start 
of a race. 

And in another way. streetcars have 
been a link between Pimlico and Balti- 
more’s horse-minded public: residents of 
the city of narrow streets depend on pub- 
lic transportation lines more heavily than 
in the average municipality, because of 
the vexations of automobile traffic. For 
thousands of Pimlico patrons, an after- 
noon at the races also means a ride on 
a streetcar. 


This local factor, perhaps more than 
any other, caused the death last week of 
a bill which would have authorized the 
Maryland Jockey Club to hold Pimlico 
racing at Laurel Park, 20 miles from 
Baltimore and 20 miles from Washing- 
ton. 

Circumscribed by a built-up area of 
the city, Pimlico was not able to expand 
as much as the management wished. There 
was not room for more stables, and there 
was a limited amount of parking space 
for those who did come in automobiles. 

Pimlico’s straitened location led not 
long ago to a request by the Maryland 
Jockey Club for permission to abandon 
the present site and consolidate its meet- 
ings with those at Laurel Park. owned 
by the same interests. At Laurel there 
was plenty of room for expansion, and 
in the Pimlico treasury there was money 
for financing new construction: the track 
had to its credit $500,000 or so in its 
building and repair fund, as required by 
law. This would be available for use at 
Laurel. 


The Maryland Racing Commission, 
headed by Stuart S. Janney, was in favor 
of the move. So was Gov. W. Preston 
Lane. So were a lot of other people with- 
out any direct interest in the proposal. 

Opposed to the move was Bowie, which 
like Laurel is in southern Maryland, and 
draws its patronage from Baltimore and 
Washington. Bowie naturally was opposed 
to more racing in the territory. The Pim- 
lico-Laurel combined schedules would be 
good for 50 days of racing a year, as 
against 25 for Bowie. 

When the bill to permit the consolida- 
tion of the Pimlico-Laurel courses first 
appeared in the Maryland Legislature, it 
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seemed certain to pass. The administra- 
tion, headed by Governor Lane, had 
plenty of pressure to apply if it were 
neded. Bowie, it was almost certain, was 
to finish a badly beaten second. 

But then it developed that Baltimore 
race-goers were vigorously opposed to see- 
ing their home town race track moved 20 
miles out into the country, beyond the 
streetcar lines, and Bowie’s ambassadors 
to the Legislature got some unexpected 
suport. Even against the protests of Balti- 
more legislators the governor was adamant 
in insisting that the bill be passed. Sud- 
denly the other side suggested that if the 
ordinary heat of public opinion was not 
sufficient to be felt, perhaps a blowtorch 
applied at the right spot would make 
a difference. 


The spet referred to was Governor 
Lane’s ambition to succeed himself in 
office. Opponents of the Pimlico shift 
hinted that if the bill were passed, they 
would call for a popular referendum in 
1950, when Lane again would be running 
for office. Lane’s opponent (some said it 
might be the resourceful George P. Ma- 
honey, former racing commission chair- 
man) then would go into the race with 
anti-Pimlico vote in his pocket. Since this 
would be too much weight to concede to 
any rival, Lane quickly reversed him- 
self. 

When the measure came out of the 
House’s Ways and Means Committee. it 
resembled the original proposal only in 
that it began “A bill . . .” 

The Laurel-Pimlico move was quashed. 
and to everyone’s astonishment, not ex- 
cepting the Bowie people’s. the measure 
gave Laurel and Bowie ten more racing 
days apiece. This had not been con- 
templated by anyone on either side in the 
tug of war. To Bowie, a kick in the 
pants had turned into a pat on the head. 
No such concessions were made to Pim- 
lico or Havre de Grace, the State’s other 
major tracks. 

Chairman Janney, of the racing com- 
mission, resigned immediately. He had 
been going to anyway, he informed the 
governor, because of the demands of his 
law practice. H. Courtenay Jenifer, one 
of the two remaining commission mem- 
bers, was advanced to the chairmanship. 
The term of Frank Small, Jr., the other 
commissioner, expires in May. 

The resignation of Janney might give 
Governor Lane a chance to squirm off 
another hook: harness racing in Mary- 
land has been controlled by the regular 
racing commission. Pressure was being 
brought fer the creation of a separate 
harness racing board for the expanding 
sport in Maryland. Janney’s resignation 
would give the governor a chance to ap- 
point a harness member to the regular 


commission, thus perhaps avoiding the 
need for two sommissions. 

Incidental intelligence: The Baltimore 
Sun reported: “Practically every lobbyist 
~—-regardless of his purpose in coming to 
Annapolis—has been drawn into the ‘Pim- 
lico battle.” Delegate Clark remarked: 
‘Every time I walk out of the chamber 
I expect to meet Citation.” A companion 
added: ‘We’re expecting to have a horse 
tell us what lobbyist to bet on.’ ” 

One of those active around the legisla- 
tive chamber was an assistant attorney 
general. His name is Mr. Busher. 


ARIZONA COMMISSION 


Last year at its annual convention at 
New Orleans, the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners adopted a 
resolution suggesting that a racing com- 
mission be established in Arizona. Turf 
affairs in the western State had been ad- 
ministered by the tax commission. The 
NASRC felt that if a regular racing com- 
mission were established, Arizona would 
be linked more stirougly with other racing 
states. A copy of the resolution was for- 
warded to the governor of Arizona. 

Twelve months later, on March 19, 
1949, Gov. Dan Garvey, of Arizona, ap- 
proved a bill creating the Arizona Rac- 
ing Commission, and announced the fol-

St. Louis Racing 
In the Old Days 


J. E. (Ed) Wray, veteran scribe for 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and dean of 
the St. Louis sportswriting fraternity, 
qualifies as the top Turf expert on the 
city’s newspapers. 

In an area where baseball is the favor- 
ite game, most sportswriters are more con- 
cerned with the double play than with 
the daily double, but Wray continues to 
devote a good percentage of his columns 
to racing, thereby providing many readers 
with almost their only contact with the 
sport. 

After a career as sports reporter and 
editor that extends over nearly a_half- 
century, the genial Wray, now in his sev- 
enties, is still active and alert. He readily 
recalls names, dates, and events of the 
days when St. Louis was a racing center 
the equal of any in the country. 

Ed Wray went to work for the Post- 
Dispatch in 1900. Except for a four-year 
period starting in 1904, when he switched 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, he has

sports editor for the Post-Dispatch from 


been with the paper ever since. 


1908 until 1946, when poor eyesight 
forced him to give up the heavy job of 
editing the sports page. Now he confines 
his activities to writing a column of sports 
comments, and racing is his subject much 


of the time. 


Wray stopped work on his column re- 
cently and leaned back from his desk on 
the fourth floor of the Post-Dispatch build- 
ing as he reminisced about bygone days. 

“When I started covering racing back 
around the start of the century, St. Louis 
had one of the finest race tracks in the 
country,” he said. “The Fair Grounds 
here drew some of the top horses avail- 
able, and the St. Louis Derby was pay- 
ing from $7,000 to $11,000 to the win- 
ner at a time when the Kentucky Derby 
was worth only about $5,000. 


“Among the men who were interested 
in the track were many socially promi- 
nent St. Louisans, among them Erastus 
Wells, mayor of the city, and C. C. Green, 
a prominent capitalist. It was a high 
class organization, and efforts were made 
to provide racing under the best possible 
conditions.” 


Wray recalls that what was perhaps the 
first race carrying a purse of as much 
as $50,000 in added money took place at 


the St. Louis Fair Grounds. It was the 
World’s Fair Handicap, run in 1904 and 
won by Colonial Girl (b. m., 5, by *Med- 
dler—Springtide, by Gaillard). “I be- 
lieve there were races before that, notably 
the Chicago World’s Fair Handicap in 
1893 and some of the early Belmont Fu- 
turities, that paid approximately that 
much to the winner,” he said, “but most 
of the purse came from nomination and 
starting fees, and the added money was 
not as great as in the St. Louis race.” 


Farm just outside St. Louis, Barney 
Schreiber maintained an elaborate breed- 
ing establishment where he had several 
stallions and close to 100 mares. Schreiber 
started out in much the same manner as . 
another famous Missourian—running a |

Kansas City haberdashery. Barney never 
made the White House, but he did be- 
come master of one of the finest studs in 
the country. 


Wray recalls that every Sunday Schrei- 
ber held open house for his friends at the 
farm. “We had to make the trip out 
there by horse and buggy, but Barney’s 
parties were well worth it,” he said. 
“Schreiber spared no expense in provid- 
ing food and drink for his guests.”

Saxonian Loses; 
Camera Blamed 


MELBOURNE 

During the last few months in Mel- 
bourne, the camera finish apparatus on 
all city race courses has given rise to 
great argument about the accuracy of the 
camera. There was a huge outcry at 
Flemington on March 14, when in a mag- 
nificent finish between Saxonian (Saxon— 
Catarrh) and New Cashmere (Spearfelt— 
New Girl) for the Australian Cup of 1744 
furlongs, the camera gave the race to 
New Cashmere. 

Ninety-nine people out of every hun- 
dred declared that Saxonian had won. In 
the betting on the camera finish, backers 
laid 10 to 1 on Saxonian getting the race, 
and as much as 8 to 1 against was on 
offer about New Cashmere, but nobody 
wanted it. When the pictures of the fin- 
ish were hoisted in different parts of the 
course, there was much heated argument, 
and some people came to blows. The 
camera might be all right, [ am not ques- 
tioning its efficacy, but most Australian 
race-goers would be much happier with- 
out it. 

The Australian Cup is the longest flat- 
race handicap in the land. New Cash- 
mere was sent from Sydney to Melbourne 
last November to be trained for it by Phil 
Burke, one of the younger school of train- 
ers, and it was his best win. New Cash- 
mere and Saxonian fought out a great 
finish for the last furlong and-a-half, and 
as has been the case in the last 50-odd 
camera finishes in Melbourne. it went to 
the horse on the outside. This happens 
with monotonous regularity and is the 
main reason why racing folk here have 
got their backs up against it. 

New Cashmere ran the 1714 furlongs 
in the very fast time of 3:4314. It is a 
record for the race. In third place in 
the cup was Golden Gem (Golden Prom- 
ise—Tishoo), but the hot favorite, Royal 
Pageant (Pageant—Greenbri), gave an 
inglorious display for a fancied runner. 


BROTHERS. That same day we were 
introduced to a new weight-for-age win- 
ner in Ellerslie, by the crack New Zea- 
land sire Foxbridge. He finished full of 
running in the Lloyd Stakes of a mile to 
snatch a narrow victory over Filipino 
(Double Remove—True Mettle) and the 
3-year-old Phoibos (Helios—S panish 
Star), who was having his first race since 
November.

gelding and there was much merit in his 
performance, because the unplaced divi- 
sion included Beau Gem (the half brother 
to *Royal Gem) and Attley Coveshaw) 
and the black Ungar. Filipino tried to lead 
all the way. A furlong from home he 
was challenged by Phoibos. who was. how- 
ever, in lack of a race. He and Filipino 
were unable to resist the strong finish of 
Ellerstie. 

A 2-year-old winner on March 14 was 
a grandson of Coronach in Tartan Crest. 
who is by Caithness from Dreelburn, and 
is more than useful. The attendance on 
Australian Cup Day was 47.000 and the 
tote turnover was almost £160,000. 

We raced again at Flemington on 
March 16. The old weight-for-age staying 
star Russia (Excitement—Lady March). 
was treated in most cavalier fashion by the 
3-year-old Carbon Copy (Helios—Hav- 
ers), who had been trounced by Comic 
Court in the St. Leger on March 12. 

Carbon Copy and Russia met in the 
King’s Plate, a weight-for-age race of 14 
furlongs. Although Russia tried to steal 
the race six furlongs from home, Carbon 
Copy ranged up to him two furlongs from 
the wire and believe it or not, the 3-year- 
old went right away to win by ten lengths. 
He ran the 14 furlongs in the excellent 
time of 2:56%4. The outcome of the 
King’s Plate tends to show that Comic 
Court is a 3-year-old right out of the 
ordinary. 

Comic Court (Powerscourt—W itt y 
Maid) defeated Carbon Copy in the Vic- 
toria Derby last November, and in the 
St. Leger this year. He and his old rival 
will clash again at Randwick (Sydney) in 
the Australian Jockey Club St. Leger on 
April 16. 

St. Comedy, the brother to Comic 
Court, is a first-class 2-year-old. On March 
16 he was produced for the Ascot Vale 
Stakes, a special race for 2-year-olds over 
a straight six furlongs. Displaying both 
speed and stamina, St. Comedy ran away 
with the race from Happy Medium (Ruth- 
less—All Quiet) and Centurion (Gene- 
tout—--Bardinet). 

St. Comedy is a grand type of chestnut 
colt and he is to be put away until next 
season. He has started seven times for 
four wins and two minor placings and 
£4.240 in stakes. 

Races were held at Randwick (Sydney) 
on March 16. *Shannon 2nd’s_ brother, 
Bernbrook, was considered a certainty for 
the Denham Court Handicap. However, 
the best he could do was to run third to 
that grand mare De La Salle (Speardale 


—Fossii). It was her first race for

was *Sain. for which he refused an offer 


of $150,000 from William C. Whitney. 


He named one of his *Sain colts after 
Wray. The sports editor happened to be 
at Fort Erie one day when his namesake 
ran—and finished last. Wray asked what 
the trouble was, as the horse figured to 
do better. “Vell,” explained Schreiber in 
his Alsatian accent, “dot horse iss so big 
dot it hurts his veets ven he runs.” Later 
the colt, Ed Wray, was sold to J. E. Wid- 


ener and won in France as a jumper. 


Schreiber’s fortunes, after riding the 
crest for a few years, began to change 
for the worse and eventually he was al- 
most broke, his sole means of support be- 
ing an interest in *Sain which he had 
managed to preserve. The reform wave 
which swept the country and wiped out 
racing and breeding in most sections took 
Woodlands with it. In recent years Thor- 
oughbred breeding has been revived at 
the farm under E. E. Pershall, its pres- 
ent owner. 


“One of the first things I did as a Turf 
reporter,” recalled Wray. “was to almost 
get myself barred from the Fair Grounds 
track. I hadn’t been around a race track 
much and I had been assigned to cover 
racing for the paper. E. S. Bratton, the 
Arkansas horseman, had a mare named 
Molly T. In those days stimulating horses 
was more common than today, and when 
Molly T. came out for a race, perspiring 
and dripping lather, and then proceeded 
to win by a big margin, reversing her 
previous form, my story that day may 
have intimated something that I had not 
quite intended to say. 


“T didn’t know that the expression ‘lath- 
ered up’ was the horseman’s way of say- 
ing a horse had been doped. Anyway, 
the copy reader slapped a headline over 
the story reading, ‘Who Put the Tea in 
Molly T.?’. The next day I was sum- 
moned into the stands by Judge Murphy 
and told that Bratton had complained and 
wanted me barred from the track. The 
affair was finally cleared up though, and 
Bratton harbored no ill feeling against 
me. In fact, he came to my rescue a 
short time later. 


“In those days I was not as conserva- 
tive as I am now, and being a young man 
with convenient access to a race track I 
soon found myself in debt to the point 
where I was paying out $11 every week 
from a $30 salary. One of the boys said. 
‘Leave it to me, I can fix you up with 
a better deal.’ He came back and told 
me he had arranged for a fellow to take 
care of my lean at 6% a year instead of 
what I had been paying. I later learned 
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the man who took over my loan was E. 
S. Bratton.” 


PAST PERFORMANCES. When Louis 
Cella started his St. Louis Daily Racing 
Form, Wray was on the staff. The theory 
was that St. Louis, because of its central 
location, would be an ideal point from 
which to distribute a daily racing paper. 
At that time only charts of the races were 
published, and the race-goer, when set- 
ting out for a day’s joust with the bookies, 
would arm himself with a stack of charts 
which he carried in a lose-leaf binder. 
When looking up the past record of the 
horses in a race it was necessary to flip 
back through the charts, tracing a horse’s

performance from one race back to the 
previous one. 


One day Wray took a set of charts to 
Frank Hill, foreman of the Post-Dispatch 
composing room, and asked if it would 
be possible to condense the results of a 
race into a two- or three-column agate 
line. Hill thought it could be done and 
got out a rough sample. While not as 
complete as the past performances of 
today, it was the first attempt to furnish 
Turf fans with past records which could 
be used without a lot of inconvenience. 
The St. Louis Form began publishing past 
performances and used them for several 
years. “We neglected to protect the idea 
in any way, however,” said Wray, “and 
when the St. Louis paper folded up, the 
idea was grabbed by Frank Brunell, who 
incorporated it in his Chicago Daily Rac- 
ing Form.” 


“Besides the Fair Grounds, St. Louis 
supported three or four other tracks.” 
Wray recalled. “At some of these the 


manner in which racing was conducted 
left much to be desired. Several of the 
tracks were owned and operated by small 
fly-by-night o1ganizations. 


“One of the tracks was built by Chris 
Von der Ahe, owner of the old St. Louis 
Browns baseball team, around the playing 
field of his ball park. At this track and 
another small park, night racing was held. 
At the old Union race track, the site of 
a large automobile manufacturing plant 
today, racing probably reached its lowest 
ebb. It was an outlaw track, unable to 
obtain dates from the Western Jockey 
Club. A free gate prevailed, the first to 
be offered in the area. “The sport was 
poorly supervised, doping and the use of 
batteries were common, and bets as low 
as fifty cents were accepted by the book- 
makers. There were complaints that too 
many women with babies in their arms 
were spending their time at the track, 
yelling ‘Come on, Something!’ ” 


SHAREHOLDERS. Gradually the 
track started losing prestige. A final con- 
tributing factor towards pushing racing 
out of the picture was the appearance of 
a get-rich-quick scheme. Opportunity to 
buy into various racing stables was of- 
fered to the public. After a few people 
had come in, they were paid dividends, 
regardless of whether the stable made 
money. This encouraged others to put 
money into the plan, and soon people 
were rushing to throw their money into 
the purchase of horses. The early birds 
were paid dividends from the money fur- 
nished by succeeding investors, and the 
number of those wanting to get in snow- 
balled. The whole scheme finally col- 
lapsed, leaving many persons with heavy 
losses and a low opinion of racing and 
those connected with it. 


“This, together with the evils existing 
at the Union track and other small cours- 
es,” continued Wray, “brought about a 
change in the community’s attitude to- 
ward the sport. Public opinion, prodded 
by the press, was aroused against racing 
and the fight was taken to the State Legis- 
lature, where a bill was passed making it 
illegal to make, take, or record a wager.” 

After 40 years the law is still on the 
books. Missouri, one of the first States 
to outlaw racing in the parade of those 
that took similar action in the period 
around 1908-12, is one of the few that 
did not bring the sport back. 

It has been a long time since Ed Wray 
covered racing in his own city, but he is 
as well informed on Turf happenings of 
today as he is on the events that took 
place in the days of *Sain, Colonial Girl, 
and Molly [T. As long as he is turning 
out his colunm, St. Louis racing fans will 
be able to keep in touch with their favor- 
ite sport,

Its staff was 
especially preud of its ratings of horses, 
oirginated by Montague and later refined.

ter-mile. He cut the Experimental field 
to six by working five furlongs easily in 
:59 last week. 

Whether he can go on is something 
else. He got caught from behind in the 
Santa Anita Derby, and he was certainly 
not gaining at the end of the Flamingo 
Stakes.

Murano’s brilling win in the Gran Premio 
Jose Pedro Ramirez. 
race. 


Uruguay's leading 
Quetzalcoatl was second. the good 
and improved filly Nogoya was third. Des- 
plante was fourth. 

For the Gran Premio Municipal (about 
17, miles). with a gross value of 54.00) 
gold pesos. the 4-year-old Murano was 
of course the odds-on favorite in the field 
of seven, run under weight-for-age con- 
ditions for 3-year-olds and upward. The 
3-year-old Quetzalcoatl was second choice. 

In the stretch Murano rushed to the 
lead, and there was a feeling that the 
race was over. But two furlongs from 
home he began to swerve and show signs 
that he was tired. Montrachet. the Uru- 
zuayan colt, moved up and appeared to be 
taking the lead when Nogoya, ridden by 
E. Claro, moved with tremendous speed 
and won by two lengths. Montrachet was 
second, a neck in front of Murano. The 
time of 3:0725 was not at all bad. since 
the first stages of the race were run very 
slowly and the last mile very fast. 

Murano’s failure was a blow to  race- 
goers. The Argentine horse was regarded 
as the best thing in training in Argen- 
tina and Uruguay. Now it appears that 
he really is suffering from wind trouble. 
since he tired badly in the last two fur- 
longs of the Municipal. whereas in his 
previous races he had shown 
staying ability.
